One of Epsom’s two fire engines 
could move to a new station in 
Banstead, not Burgh Heath, it has 
been announced. 

In March, it was decided that 
the engine would relocate to the 
Burgh Heath area - a move that 
would double the amount of time 
to reach a fire in Epsom. 

But now Surrey Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service has found a suitable 


property for a new fire station in 
Banstead. 

Residents are now being asked 
for their views on this new pro¬ 
posed location. 

The consultation document said 
the property is two miles away 
from the “optimal location”, the 
spot identified as having the best 
response times. 

The proposed location would 


cut the response time for the first 
fire engine by more than minute 
to fires in Reigate and Banstead. 

The consultation runs until 
Monday, January 27. 

A public meeting will be held on 
the issue at Bourne Hall, Ewell, 
on Thursday, January 9, at 
6.15pm.

A Thomas the Tank Engine cas¬ 
sette helped spark a 30-year 
friendship between a Stoneleigh 
man and great train robber Ron¬ 
nie Biggs, who died last week. 

Mike Gray, 56, from Rosedale 
Road, Stoneleigh, has written nu¬ 
merous books about the robbery 
and his quiz book on one of the 
most famous crimes in British 
history is coming out on January 
1 . 

In 1989, Mr Gray, who became 
fascinated by the Great Train 
Robbery as a child, put an advert 
in a magazine in Brazil, where 
Biggs was living after escaping 
from Wandsworth prison, in 
search of cuttings to add to his 
suitcase-sized collection. 

A Beatles collector responded, 
asking for cassettes of Thomas 
the Tank Engine, narrated by 
Ringo Starr, in exchange for 


Biggs’ phone number and 
address. 

Mr Gray said: “The rest is histo¬ 
ry. From 1989, we developed that 
friendship. From day one I said I 
would like to write a book about 
him. 

“He lived a good life. He has 
done a lot of things, some good, 


some bad, but his heart has al¬ 
ways been in the right place.” 

Before the robbery in 1963, 
Biggs worked as a carpenter in 
the Epsom and Tolworth areas.

Court date for taxi robbers 


Two men have pleaded guilty 
to robbing a taxi driver at 
gunpoint. 

Danny Young, 25, and 
Lenny Young, 18, both from 
Epsom, pleaded guilty to rob¬ 
bery and possession of a 
firearm with intent to create 
fear. 

The pair robbed a taxi driv¬ 
er who was taking passengers 
from Worcester Park to Stan¬ 
ton Close in Epsom at about 


11.20pm on Friday, February 

22 . 

He was threatened at gun¬ 
point and forced to hand over 
his wallet and mobile phone 

The two men pleaded guilty 
at Guildford Crown Court on 
Friday, December 13, and will 
be sentenced on January 17. 

The 25-year-old has been re¬ 
manded in custody but the 18- 
year-old has been released on 
conditional bail.

Lost toys help kids to find their smile 


M ore than 500 brand 
new toys that were 
found on the capi¬ 
tal’s trains and buses will 
bring seasonal joy to under¬ 
privileged children. 

Dolls, play sets, board 
games and electronic good¬ 
ies will be used to stuff 
stockings after they were do¬ 
nated to Deptford’s branch 
of the Salvation Army for 
its Christmas Present 
Appeal. 

The mountain of toys was 
given to the charity by 
Transport for London (TfL) 
on November 25 and it will 
work with Lewisham Coun¬ 
cil to dish out the gifts to 
those who might have gone 
without this Christmas. 

Captain Kevin Stanbury, 
from the Salvation Army’s 
Deptford Community 
Church, said: “This do¬ 
nation from Transport 
for London is invalu¬ 
able in allowing us to 
provide toys to children 
and families who would 
otherwise go without 
this Christmas. 

“As a church and 
charity we look to be 


there for people when they 
need us, not just at Christ¬ 
mas, but all year round, by 
offering compassionate sup¬ 
port and practical help, 
which we hope our toy ap¬ 
peals are one example of. 

“We hope fami¬ 
lies and children 
who were facing 
a bleak Christ¬ 
mas can now feel 
the 

joy 


and happiness that the sea¬ 
son should bring.” 

This is the seventh year 
TfL has donated toys to the 
Salvation Army, which 
were all unclaimed for 
more than three 


months and in their original 
packaging. 

Last year, more than 
246,000 items - ranging from 
books and clothing to 
laptops - were found 
on the transport 
network with about 


15 million found since the 
lost property department 
was launched in 1933. 

Operations performance 
manager at TfL’s lost proper¬ 
ty office, Paul Cowan, said: 
“Although it is a shame 
that these toys were not 



reclaimed by the original 
owners, the thought that 
they will now bring smiles 
to the faces of many 
children who might other¬ 
wise have gone without is 
heartwarming. 

“The fact so many brand 
new toys have been handed 
in is also a testament to the 
honesty of the travelling 
public in London. 

“The team here work ex¬ 
tremely hard throughout the 
year to deal with hundreds 
of thousands of items of lost 
property and it is great to 
see their efforts highlighted 
once again through this do¬ 
nation to such a worthy 
cause.” 

About a quarter of lost 
items found on the network 
are reunited their owners 
with half of items of higher 
value and with unique 
-v identification being 
returned.

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Release from hospital: A Bridge Over You 


Many hospitals have been under threat this year, but staff at 
one are showing off more than their bedside manner with the 
release of a new single. HELOISE WOOD reports 


Hospital found its voice 


▼ nr Then musical impre- 
\l\f sario Gareth Malone 
V V swept into the corri¬ 
dors of Lewisham Hospital 
and created a choir as part of 
a BBC documentary, some 
may have thought it was a 
temporary fix. 

Since then the facility has 
been the subject of a High 
Court battle over the future of 
its accident and emergency 
department and many thou¬ 
sands have campaigned to 
keep it open. 

However, the hospital is hit¬ 
ting the headlines for its 
music once again with staff 
releasing a charity mash-up 
single, A Bridge Over You, 
featuring an arrangement of 
Fix You by Coldplay and 
Bridge Over Troubled Water 
by Simon and Garfunkel. 

The singers have come a 
long way from when viewers 
first saw the group audition¬ 
ing just over a year ago. 

When choir members to 
cast their minds back to the 
heady days of auditions, one 
former junior doctor de¬ 
scribes almost collapsing 
with excitement. 


Diabetes and endocrinology 
registrar Zoe Davies, who was 
a doctor at the time, says: “I 
remember each having to 
stand up and sing for Gareth, 
with the added pressure of 
the TV cameras there, I felt 
like I might faint. 

“I wanted to be a part of it 
so badly. It was terrifying. 

“I have always loved 
singing, but lacked the confi¬ 
dence and experience to actu¬ 
ally pursue it as a hobby.” 

Zoe says the experience has 
completely changed her life. 

She explains: “I feel like it 
transformed my working life 
at the hospital. 

“As a junior doctor I moved 
jobs every four months and 
getting to know people was re¬ 
ally tough. I was always an 
outsider. 

“Now I feel like I have a fam¬ 
ily at the hospital, it’s great to 
bump into other choir mem¬ 
bers at work. 

“I really look forward to our 
rehearsals and I’m so proud 
to be a part of it. It has defi¬ 
nitely made me more 
confident. 

“I have also wondered how 


much impact the TV show 
had on the fantastic commu¬ 
nity support we saw during 
the Save Lewisham Hospital 
campaign.” 

Children’s physiotherapist 
Caroline Smith has enjoyed 
meeting other choir members 
because her community- 
based role meant she had met 
hardly any of the hospital 
staff. 

She explains: “It has given 
me the opportunity to do 
more things, develop my voice 
and meet people at the 
hospital. 

“It’s meant I really feel part 
of the trust - before I had 
hardly been to the wards or 
the hospital. 

“Being able to sing in 
the wards is amazing. 

I’ve made lots of friends 
through it.”
